VV llson. The first of thaw* is the sug­ 
gestion that a neutral commission be 
appointed to clear up 
the 
charges 
that the Germans have practiced Il­ 
legal and inhumane warfare and have 
purposely destroyed life boats. This is 
not a debatable question, inasmuch as 
the Allied armies are in a position to 
force their conclusions and inasmuch 
as the conclusions have been reached 
I rom the unimpeachable testimony of 
so many witnesses that any doubt is 
out of the question. 
For the sake of 
having the verdict handed down by 
a disinterested commission, however, 
in order that future generations may 
know the facts we believe that .such 
a commission ought to be created. 
The conclusions o fthis commission 
will have no effect upon an armistice 
or the terms of peace. 
The other point which calls for an 
answer is the hope that the presi­ 
dent of the United States will ap­ 
prove of no demand which would be 
irreconcilable with the honor of the 
German people and with opening a 
way to a peace of justice 
This re­ 
quest the president can well afford to 
comply with. We wont it understood 
that justice, however, is wholly dis­ 
tinct from mercy. A just peace means 
that the people of Belgium. France,0 
Italy and the people of the various 
nationalities of eastern Prussia and 
Austria-Hungary must be given con­ 
sideration. A just peace means Ger­ 
many must pay for the damage done. 
No one would ask for more than a 
just peace. 
The suggestion to the president 
that an opportunity be (brought about 
for arranging the details 
for 
the 
evacuation of the conquered territory 
should be ignored. This is purely a 
military matter and should b e. ar­ 
ranged with the military leaders: The 
suggestion that the standard of pow­ 
er by the two sides should form the 
basis of an armistice should also be 
ignored, as this is purely a military 
matter to be settled by the Allied 
chiefs on the field of battle. 
The 
statement that the German people 
are now in power may be taken as 
true until acts prove otherwise. 
We see no reason, therefore, why 
VV ilson should not grant every re­ 
quest the German 
note 
demands. 
This does not mean, however, that 
peace is near. 
It does mean that 
there is nothing in the way of the 
Allied leaders if they wish to ar­ 
range terms for an armistice. In ar­ 
ranging this armistice, it may be as­ 
sured that Generals Foch, Pershing, 
Haig and Petain will see 
that the 
German army is disarmed, demobil­ 
ized, and all German territory west 
of the Rhine be occupied by the Al­ 
lied troops to insure the good faith 
of Germany. The way is clear for the 
arrangement of the details of an 
armistice, but whether Germany is 
willing to pay the price of an arm­ 
istice yet remains to be seen.— Little.

Oct. 22.—The following 
is the text of the German reply to 
President Wilton as received here to­ 
day by wireless: 
The text of the German note, 
as 
received by wireless, is as follows: 
“In accepting the proposal for an 
evacuation of 
occupied* territories, 
the German government has stated 
from the assumption that the pro­ 
cedure of this exacuation and of the 
conditions of an armistice should be 
left to the military advisers and that 
the actual standard of power on both 
sides in the field, has to form the 
basis for airangments safeguarding 
and guaranteeing this standard. 
“The German 
government 
sug- 
gests to the president that an op­ 
portunity should be brought about 
for fixing .the details. It trusts that 
the president of the United States 
will approve of no demand 
which 
would be irreconcilable with the hon­ 
or of the German people and with 
opening a way to a peace of Justice. 
“The German government protests 
against the reproach of illegal and 
inhumane actions made against the 
German land and sea 
forces 
and 
thereby against the German people. 
For the covering of a retreat destruc­ 
tions will always be necessary and 
they are carried out insofar as is per­ 
mitted by 
international 
law. 
The 
German troops are under most strict 
instructions to spare property and to 
exercise care for the population to 
the best of 
their 
ability. 
Where 
trtmsgressions occur in spite of these 
instructions the 
guilty 
are 
being 
punished.” 
“The German government further 
denies that the German navy in sink­ 
ing ships has ever purposely destroy­ 
ed lifeboats with 
their passengers. 
The German 
government 
proposes 
with regard to all those charges that 
the fact be cleared up by neutral 
commissions.” 
“In order to avoid anything that 
might hamper the work of peace, the 
German government has caused ord­ 
ers to be dispatched to all submarine 
commanders precluding the torpedo­ 
ing of passenger ships, without, how­ 
ever, for technical reasons, being 
able to guarantee that these orders 
will reach every single submarine at 
sea before its return. 
“As a fundamental condition 
for 
peace, the president prescribes the 
destruction of every arbitary pow­ 
er that can separately, secretly and 
of its own single choice, disturb the 
peace of the world. To this the Ger­ 
man government replies: 
“Hitherto the 
representation

the people in the*German empire has 
not been allowed with an influence
